“Dionysius Cassius. Longinus, a Greek critic, 


born in Athens, or at Emesa in Spria, about A. D. 


213, executed at Palmyra in 273. Hestudied under 
his uncle Plironto, of Emesa, a teacher of rhetorié 
at Athens, visited many countries, heard the lec- 
tures of the philosophers Ammonius Saccas and 
Origem, made himself familiar with the works of 
Plato, and opened a school of philosophy, criti- 
cism, aud rhetoric at Athens, He subsequently 
removed to the East, and having been invited to 
the court of Zenobia, queen of Palinyra, he be- 
came not only her literary instructor, but'aleo her 
principal political counsellor. Zenobia was desi- 
rous of throwing off the Roman yoke, ànd making 
good her right to supreme sovereignty, by force 
of arms, Longinus encouraged and advised her, 
and on the capture of Palmyra, was put to death
